ANARCHISTS IN FEANCE. 



Vaillant, tlio Konib Thrower, Depressed 
—To Inquire into the Miners' 
Strike. 



Passage of tho Press Bill— It Will 
Prevent Increase of Anarchist 
Publications. 



Paris, Dec. 12. — The representative of 
the United Press called at the priaon de la 
Santo to-day to inquire aB to the condition 
of Auguato Vaillanr, the anarchist who 
throw the bomb into the Chamber of Depu- 
ties on Saturday. Tlio would-be HHsaaaiii 
has lost much of his former air of bravado 
and his spirits are depressed. His actions 
and conversation are in marked contrast to 
Ilia actions and braggadocio after his arreiit. 

A Bemi-ofiicial estimate of the dangerous 
anarchists in Paris and its suburbs places 
the number at six hundred. 

The search by the police will probably re- 
sult in the expulsion from France of thirty 
foreigners, believed to be relatives of Anar- 
ehisla. Marohad, the hus'band i f the mis- 
trcBs of Vaillant, has vanished. The police 
can find no trace of him. They discovered, 
however, Madame Marohad ; she waa ar- 
rested, (.iuosdo, Socialist member of tho 
Chamber, to day, received an anonymous 
letter, which threatened him with death. 
The letter Bays : " I will kill you like a dog 
tho exact moment it suits me." 

Tlio police Bay Vaillant bus made the fol- 
lowing additional confession: "I waited 
for more than hour before throwing tho 
bomb in tho hope that a favorable chance 
would present itself to east it in tho spot I 
had picked out. At length, thinking an 
opportune time hud arrived, I aroee from my 
seat in die gallery and burled the box, aim- 
ing it at President Dupuy'a tablo. As I did 
ao a woman who was Beated in front of 
mo resented my leaning over and pushed me 
backward. I was thus prevented from 
throwing tho bomb exactly aa I intended. 1 
did not intend to kill any one," Vaillant 
calmly remarked, "but only to wound 150 or 
-00 deputies, I was eepeeiully anxious lime 
Casimir-Perier should be among tboao in- 
juaed by tho explosion." Madame Gerard, 
landlady of the Hotel dol Union, saya that 
when Vaillant arrived at her houso he 
brought with him only a small travelling 
bag. 

It transpired to-night that, thia morn- 
ing, tho polieo found this placard 011 the 
Are doTriompho : " Fear nothing, Vail- 
lant. Thore are comrades left who are quite 
strong enough to avenge you if tho burgeois 
dare to take your head." 

London", Dec. lii — Tho Paris correspond- 
ent of tho Daily News Bays that Vaillant 
concealed for some time a leg wound caused 
by a nail from tho bomb. Tho wound is 
said to have become ho inflamed 
that capital operation must bo per- 
formed in case Vaillant is to 
be kept alive for trial. The correspondent 
also says : "All statements that Vaillant 
was in the free gallery of tho Chamber of 
Deputies are wrong. Ho was actually in 
the adjoining gallery for which M. 
Angelica, Radical deputy for Corbeil, 
gave him a ticket. M. Angelica 
did not know Vaillant, who applied 
under tho name of Dumont, giving un ad- 
dress in Angeliea electorate. Tlio latter, 
knowing that the name of Dumont was 
common there, and being reluctant to offend 
a probable supporter, acceded, and personally 
handed tho man a ticket. Ho was impressed 
with Vaillaut'a distinguished manner and 
calm bearing." 

M. Basly, Socialist, moved in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, to-day, the appointment of 
a commission to inquire into tho rocent 
strike of eo:d miners and the condition of 
the miners. He denounced the manoeuvres 
resorted to by the companies in fighting the 
working men's syndicate and asserted that 
the companies did not care how the minors 
lived or starved if only they had strength 
left to enable them to be further exploited. 
His remarks called forth cheers from the 
socialists. M. 1 'lichen, wdio is a director of 
the Paa do Calais mines, asked : " Are yon 
accusing me?" This was the signal for an 
uproar and the noiso continued until M. 
Dupuy, 1'resi lent of the Chamber, inter- 
posed saying : " There are no acouaed here, 
II are deputies. 

M. Jonnart, minister of public works, de- 
livered his tit'Ht. speech as a member of the 
abinet and it was a clever one. He denied 
that the government sought to interfere 
with the right of workingmon to strike, hut 
it wua determined to maintain the liberty of 
labor. He drew « graphic picture of the 
const ant strikes, w hich he declared bad re- 
sulted in the withdrawal of French capital 
from home induatrial enterprises and its 
embarkation in speculation. When M. Jon- 
nart made this atatement, the Socialists 
cried out " Panama I" " Panama !" " l'an- 

ui !" 

The Senate to-day passed the Press bill 
adopted by the Chamber of Deputies yester- 
lay. There was not a dissenting voico. 
President Carnot will sign the bill to night. 
It will be published in the Journal Ollioial 
to morrow, and will bo put in force im- 
mediately thereafter. The Figaro says that 
the bill will prevent an increase of anarchist 
prints and will thus impoao silence on 
dilet tanti dynamiters. 

Deputy Meline, the French McKinley, 
and deputies Alphouso Turrel and Jean 
Loyguos met Premier Casimir Perrior and 
M. Vigor, Minister of Agriculture, at tho 
[foreign ofiico to-day to submit proposals to 
inoroaso the grain duties. M. Tiaearay, 
Director of Customs, was called in as un ex- 
pert, Eventually all agreed with him that 
it would be unnecessary to inercuae the 
lutiea if steps should bo taken to prevent 
fraudulent speculation in grain. Such steps 
will probably be taken 60on.

GLADSTONE'S MISSING VALET. 

IliB Roily Found Floating- In tlio River 
Thames. 

London, Dec. 12 — The body of Seadoc 
Outran], Mr. Gladstone's valet and trusted 
factotum for twenty yoara, who mysteri- 
ously disappeared at tho beginning of De- 
cember, waa found floating in the 
Thames to-day. It was taken into the 
Tower Hill mortuary, where au inquest 
will bo held. It is surmised that Outram 
committed suicide. He left Mr. Gladstone's 
Downing street residence on tho night of 
November 30, ostensibly to meot tlio young 
woman to whom ho was engaged to be mar- 
riad. Ho did not meet her and was not 
afterwards seen by any of his acquaintances. 
It ia conjectured that on that night or noon 
after he threw liimsolf into the river. 



WIND AND RAIN storms. 

Considerable Damage Done in England by 
the Unruly Elements. 

London, Dee. 12. — High winds and rain 
did considerable damages in England to- 
day. Tho Army printing works, now build- 
ing, at Aldershot, was partly destroyed. 
The men at work on the building came down 
in tho ruins and several wero so seriously 
injured that they must bo taken 
to the hospital. Tho peninsula of 
Poolo in Dorset, suffered severely. Roofs 
were blown off and a few light structures 
demolished. Many streots wero under 
water and much of the shipping at the docks 
was damaged. Few persona were injured. 

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Government to lie Asked to State Its 
Intentions Regarding 
the Navy. 



Kler Hardy Draws Attention to the 
Distress Prevailing in 
the Country. 



London, Dec. 12.— In tho Houso of Com- 
mons to-day Right Hon. Lord George 
Hamilton, Conservative, formerly first Lord 
of the Admiralty, stated that ho would 
ahortly move tho adoption of a resolution 
calling upon tho Government to inform the 
Houso as to its intentions in regard to in- 
creasing the strength of tho navy. 

Mr. James Kier Hardie, Sooialist mem- 
ber for the South division of West- 
ham, moved that tho Houso adjourn 
for tho purpose of calling tho attention of 
Parliament to the condition of the unem- 
ployed. Mr. Hardie aaid that acute dis- 
tress was prevailing in the country. A 
large number of cases of suicide and star- 
vation were reported. Pauperism had in- 
creased, especially in London, and it was 
necessary, he declared, that tho local 
authorities should furnish employment for 
the poor. Mr. John Macdonald, member 
for Tower Hamlets, supported Mr. Hardio, 
whose motion was lost by a voto of 175 to 33. 



ITALIAN AFFAIRS. 

Hew Cabinet Formed— Measures to Prevent 
Explosions In the Parliament- 
ary Hulldlngs. 

Roue, Dec. 12. — Tho new- cabinet formed 
by Francesco Criapi, will bo announced of fi - 
oially, in all probability, to-morrow morning. 
Senator Andrea Calendra di Tatini liaB been 
selected for tho ministry of Justice ; Senator 
Tuigi Ferrario, Po.-ts and Telegraphs ; 
Senator Auguato Baccelo, Public Instruc- 
tion ; Paolo liosseli, Agriculture. The War 
and Marine portfolios have not been allotted. 
At a meeting of tho Council the President 
of tho chamber suggested that measures bo 
ndopted to prevent, in tho parliamentary 
'mildings, any such explosion ua that of 
Saturday in Paris.

London*, Dec. 12.— The St. James' Ga- 
zetto says tho Cabinot has decided to 
strengthen the navy, but the details are not 
yet settled. It ia believed i'8,000,000 
($40,000,000) will bo expended in the con- 
struction of new ships. The programme, it 
is said, includes the building of six or seven 
battleships. Tho Gazette further says the 
concession waa mado to avert a Cabinet 
criBia. Mr. Gladstone and others of tho 
Government are opposed to it.

Chinese Immigrants — South African 
Confederation- Interesting Suit 
Against the Government. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Dec. 12 — Mr. Adams, professor 
of pathology, McGill University, Montreal, 
lato fellow of Jesu8 College, Cambridge, and 
Dr. MoEaohran, Dominion Government 
veterinarian, who made a microscopical ex- 
amination of tho lungs of unimuls slaugh- 
tered at Deptford ex Hurona, which, it was 
alleged, wero affected with pluro, have sent 
separate reports to the Government. Both 
agrco that the diagnosis of tho Imperial 
veterinarians waa based on tho serious 
error that tho [animals were suffering 
from pleuro. It is openly stated here that 
tho officials of the Imperial department of 
agriculture endeavored to make out a case 
to establish their foregone conclusion. 

The total number of Chinese immigrants

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THE HUNTINGDON TRAGEDY. 

Charles Bartlett Contradicts the Other 
Witnesses as to Stroebel's 
Return to the Hotel. 



Striking: Similarity in the Bullets Pro 
duced— The Crown Case 
Probably Closed. 

Yesterday was the sixth of tho second 
trial of Albert Stroebel for tho murder of 
John Marshall, and before adjournment the 
evidence for the Crown wits completed, with 
the possiblo exception of one witness. The 
court met ua usuul at 10 a.m., Mr. Juatico 
Walkera presiding. 

James Porter, re-called, was tho first wit- 
neaB. Ho identified a lamp produced as 
that which had been found burning in Mar- 
shall's house on the 20th April. He repeat 
cd his former evidence as to Stroehol's 
statement about getting homo botween 
and on tho 1 9th. 

James Schofluld, C.P.B. agent at Hunt- 
ingdon, said bo had been at his station from 
7:.'1U to 1(J:1'J on the evening of the 19th, and 
no one passid during that time. 

Charles Banlett teatitied that ho waa in 
tho sitting room of tho Bartlett hotel at 
Sumaa when Stroebel came homo on the 
evening of the 19th, at 10 o'clock or a little 
later, and prisoner then had nothing in bia 
hand except his walking stick. All tho 
family had gone to their bedrooms except 
witness and hia son John. Mrs. liartlett 
or ono of the girla called out from her bed- 
room, asking him (Stroebel) if ho would have 
some supper, and he replied, " No, I don't 
feel like eating. " Mrs. Bartlett then said, 
" Lizzie can get you aomo ; she ia not in bed 
yet" ; but prisoner still refused. Ho char- 
acterized as false Strobel'a statement that be 
hud forcibly taken tho revolver from tho 
witness ; and also Mrs. Bartlett'a statement 
that witness had threatened to " do some 
dirty work." Witness did not go to aee the 
body of tho deceased. 

The court hero adjourned until 2 p.m. 

Robert Stevenson, the next witness, said 
he had known Charles Bartlett in Chilli- 
waek, where he had a good reputation, and 
was an easy-going, careless man. 

P. A. Lawrence, mayor of Sumas, re- 
called, said the witness Carpenter bore a 
good reputation, and though ho waa onco ao- 
cuaed of stealing some barber's utensils 
from Larson, tho latter aoon after became 
convinced that the accusation was unjust. 

Chas. E. Moullon, recalled, testified that 
about the end of February, or some timo in 
March, the prisoner wanted to get from him 
two months' board on credit. Ho said he 
had given to barber Larson a bill of salo of 
his horse to teach him tho trade, and that 
when he earned it ho would buy out Car- 
penter's shop and then be in a position to 
repay the witness. 

Andrew McGillivray, hotel keeper, of 
Huntingdon, said that on the 'JOth April he 
asked prisoner if he had met anybody or 
heard anything when going home tho pre- 
vious evening. He replied no, that he only 
came half a mile. 

Capt. Peele, of New Westminster, who 
keeps observations of the weather, teatitied 
that in April last the auu ad there at 7:03 
p.m., standard time. On tho evening of 
tho 19th it was raining at New Westmin- 
ster, commencing ut 9 o'clock. Huntingdon 
is 2o or 30 miles from there aa the crow tliee. 
Tho night waa cloudy and it would bo dark 
about half an hour after sunset. There waa 
no moonlight. 

F. S. Hussey, superintendent of Provin- 
cial police, said he had visited Sumas with 
the court aud witneBaea on tho occasion of 
the former trial, aud waa in tho room 
stated by Mrs. Bartlett to bo Stroebel's. 
She pointed out the place on tho slats 
where ahe said the cartridges were found, 
which waa that indicated by Mr. Moresby 
yesterday. 

To Mr. Morrison witness said that on this 
occasion he had walked aerosa tho swamp 
land without gum boots, ami without got- 
ting hia feet wet. 

To the Attorney .General he said he had 
gone across very carefully, taking his time 
about it. One reason he had gone across 
waa that the place had been described by 
one witness for the defence at the lust trial 
as a natural cuttle guard, which could not 
he crossed. 

Fliicroft Evans, the ofliciul stenographer 
who took down the evidence ut the former 
trial, was called by tho Attorney-General to 
read from the testimony of Mrs. Bartlett, 
which waa objected to by Mr. Morrison and 
put in as affecting her credibility and not as 
evidence against the prisoner. In this she 
stated a marriage engagement had been 
talked over between her daughter Liz/.ie 
und the prisoner, but they were not regu- 
larly enguged. 

Thomas 8. Milligan, accountant, who has 
had sixteen years' bankii g experience, dur- 
ing which part of his puly has been to 
familiarize himself with handwriting and 
signatures, comparer] ibe paper found at 
Mrs. Burtlett's hotel, und said to have been 
written by tho prisoner, with the order for 
his clothing written af'< r his arrest, aud 
said that in his opirm m they had been 
written by the aume peinuii. 

John Burnsley, of Victoria, gunsmith, 
said from comparison of the bullet fired 
from Stroebel's revolver into u suck of flour 
with that found in the deceased man's neck, 
he should judge that they had been fired 
from the same revolver, us the marking of 
the lead ia similar, and it appeared to have 
been a very inferior revolver. They had a 
remarkable similarity which he considered 
was made by a roughness in the inside of 
tho barrel, caused by rust or inferior work- 
manship. The cartridges und shells found 
beneath the mattress were apparently the 
same make. 

To Mr. Fell, witness said that outside of 
those brought by police ollicers, not more 
than five or ten per cent, of tho revolvers 
brought to him to repair were cleun, the 
other ninety or ninety-five per cent, con- 
taining rust us the result of not having been 
cleaned after firing. 

Tho lamp found burning in the (lead 
man's house was produced, filled with oil 
and lighted at ~> 22 o'clock, being then giji'en 
into tho charge of the registrar, so that it 
might be proved to the jury how Ioiil' it 
would burn. 

Tho Attorney-General announced that 
this closed the evidence for the cuse of the 
Crown, wit li the possible except ion of fur- 
ther testimony us to the revolver and cart- 
ridges. Ho asked an adjournment until 
morning, us tho defence probably did not 
wish to commence before then. 

Mr. Morrison said this was also the desire 
of counsel for the defence. They would 
probably have eight or nine witnesses, and 
ho did not think they would all bo examined 
in the ono day. 

Tho court adjourned at 5 30 p.m. until 10 
o'clock thiH morning, tho room containing 
the lighted lump being sealed by tho regis- 
trar in presence of the jury.

Young Conservatives and Manitoba School 
Question— Death of W. II. Howland— 
mayoralty Election.. 

TORONTO, Dec. 12 —(Special) — At lust 
night's meeting of the Young Conservatives' 
Association, a motion expressing approval 
of the action of tho Manitoba Government 
in refusing to reopen the question of nal innal 
schools was put to a vote und resulted in a 
tie. The resolution will bo submitted again 
at tho next meeting. 

The latest move in tho mayoralty cam- 
paign ia u deputation which waited on ex- 
Aldermuu Maodougall asking him to run 
against Warring Kennedy. Iu ia now stated 
that Mayor Fleming will ho u candidate. 
The contest may yet be three-cornered. 

Wm. H. Howland, ex-mayor, ono of tho 
moat prominent citizens, died on Tuesday 
afternoon of pneumonia, resulting from an 
uttuok of grippe. Tho deceased waa a son 
of Sir W. P. Howland, ex-lieut. -governor of 
Ontario, and was known all over Canada 
and in many purls of the United States, 
particularly in regard to his connection 
with all kinds of philanthropic, temperance 
and religious works. He was aged 49. 

John Shuughnessy, in the hotel business 
in Toronto for the past '_'9 years, is dead. 
Ho was one of the most prominent members 
of tho Masonic order in the city. 



THE "ARAWA'S" FIRST VISIT. 



She Eivals the " Empresses " in Size 
autl Has Very Superior 
Accommodation. 



Her Cargo and Passengers— The 
wera " May Come Here 
for Repair.

A atruuger in these waters arrived ut 
Victoria yesterday morning, in the shupo of 
the Royal Mail steamship Aruwu, chartered 
by tho Canadian-Australian steamship lino 
to take tho place of tho disabled Mioworu. 
The Arawa is u vessel of stutely appearance 
and magnificent proportions, and made 
< [iii to an imposing sight us she slowly moved 
up to her mooring place, on tho south Bide 
of tho northern slip, ut about S a. m., her 
old-fashioned clipper bow adding to her 
gracefulness. She has two funnela and four 
masts, und carries spurs upon which u grout 
array of canvas can bo spread if required, 
Her horso power is 5,000, aud her tonnage 
5,020 groaa and 3, '207 net. Her length is 
•158 feet. She drew, upon arrival at the 
dock, 'JO feet inches forward, and 22 feet 
(i inches aft, but when fully louded her 
draught ia aix feet deeper. She ia equal in 
length und draught to the [impresses, which 
by C.P R. tradition cannot with safety berth 
at tho dock where the Arawa lay yesterday. 
Her inBide fittings fully bear out tho im- 
presaion formed on first sight of tho ship, 
hor saloons being apacioua and elegantly up- 
holstered, and her cabina roomy and well 
ventilated, largo squure portholes aiding 
materiully in providing free circulation of 
uir. In addition to tho Bpaoious holds for 
general freight, there is very liberal cold 
storage accommodation, for tho Arawa has 
since built in 1884 been engaged in tho 
transport of the fumous mutton of Now 
Zealand to tho English murket. She 
brought a largo consignment on this 
trip, for Victoria us well us for 
Vancouver. This vessel's steaming capacity 
waa never equal to that of the Mio wera or 
Warrimoo, und under her present six 
months charter it seems it is not in con- 
templation to run her ut full speed, on tie- 
count of the large consumption of eoul 
which her greut size would make necessary, 
so thut on the present trip she has made an 
average of but Il'A knots an hour, against 
tho 14 or 15 made hitherto by the other 
vessels of this line, each of which haa u 10 
knot record for a continuous duy'a steuming. 
Tho Arawa is commanded by Cupt. Jus. 
Stuart, tho other navigators being 1st 
oflicer Prosser, 2nd ollicer Smith, 3rd 
otlicer Turner, und 4'h ollicer Chas. 
Stuurt, son of tho captain. The purser is 
Mr. Howe. 

Tho Aruwa left Sydney on tho ISth of 
November, and on the '23rd arrived off 
Suva, Fiji, this being tho first call made by 
vessels of thia line »t these Islands, for the 
future to be regularly served. Greatly to 
the disappointment of the passengers and all 
concerned, no ono could land on account of 
the prevalence ut Sydney of un epidemic of 
measles, which disease is greatly dreaded in 
the Fiji Islands, where in 1874 it curried oil' 
almost -10,000 natives. Mails und a little 
freight were sent out on a tender while the 
steamship lay ut quarantine, und the Gover- 
nor, Sir John Bates Thurston, send a 
letter of greeting to tho lino anil to Hon. 
Mackenzie Howell, tho Canadian trade 
commissioner. The Aruwu arrived at 
Honolulu on the 3rd of December, 
and wus held there for u day to give Hon. 
Mackenzie Bowell an opportunity to address 
the Chamber of Commerce She left there 
on the 4th. The trip was uneventful, 
though a little rough at times, as expeuted 
ut thia seuBon. Having discharged her Vic- 
toria cargo she proceeded on her way to 
Vancouver at 1 p m. The passenger liat 
waa ub follows : For Victoria — V. J. Cup- 
ron, Gd. Freed, Ung Sung, Ha Wing, A 
Feck, G. Van Houten. For Vancouver —

It is quite evident by the news brought 
by tho Arawa that Honolulu is in a ferment 
The men who compose tho Provisional Gov 
eminent and their supporters do not reliah 
the proapcet of being compelled to surrender 
the authority which they, by the aid of the 
United States Minister and tho United 
States troops, have usurped. Tho men 
whom Mr. Stevens placed in power, now 
that tho United States Government shows a 
diapoaition to undo what ho, without 
authority, had done, assume tho attitude of 
o lawfully constituted Government, a Gov- 
crnment which is, as oiio of ita adveates said, 
not only de facto but th jar,: Tho law by 
which they claim to hold uuthority and to 
exerctBo power in tho Hawaiian Islands, ia 
the very ancient and exceedingly simple 
law of force. Their contention ia that 
might is right. And aa against every one 
except Liliuokalani and tho peoplo of the 
Hawaiian Islands, the contention ia a valid 
one. If the men forming the Hawaiian 
Government had, by thoii own valor and 
their own strength, seized tho Government 
of the country, and were strong enough to 
keep what they had seized, wo cannot see 
that any foreign Government had a right to 
interfere. The rule among nations is to 
recognize the Government dn facto without 
enquiring into tho manner by which it at- 
tained powor. In other words, among 
nations, even in this enlightened ago, might 
makes right. Hut in this case it is held 
that tho Government of Hawaii did not gain 
the position which they now hold by their 
own might, but by tho might of the 
United Statea exercised without the consent 
of tho United Statea. Under tho law of 
might, President (Jlevelaud may contend, 
and pcrhapadoes contend, that the Hawaiian 
Islands belong to tho United States, and 
that tho men who claim to exercise supreme 
power over those Islands aro the creatures 
of tho United States Government, who hold 
oilice at its pleasure. But President Cleve- 
land doea not choose to exorcise the right of 
conquest. Ho seems to hold that the 
Hawaiian Islands wero made the property 
of tho United States without the consent 
and against tho will of the United Statea ; 
that the Queen was wrongfully deposed, and 
that it ia tho will of the United States that 
matters in tho Hawaiian Islands, as regards 
their Government, shall be, aa far as pos- 
sible, placed exactly an they wero 
beforo the might of tho United 
States was, without proper author- 
ity, used to subvert their Government. 

It is very evident that if Consul Stovens 
had uot placed an overwhelming United 
States force in a commanding position at 
tho orltioal moment, tho Provisional Gov 
ornment would not have been formed, or, if 
formed, it would not havo been ablo to re- 
tain peaceable posscaBion of the authority it 
had seized. Tho tono of tho men who form 
that Government ia very different now from 
what it waa on tho 14th of laat January. 

It is very remarkable that tho men who 
aro ready to go to war with tho United 
Statoa and Great Britain to defend their 
right to rule the Hawaiian Islands have uot 
a word to say about tho right of tho pooplo 
of Hawaii to choose thoir own rulers. They 
aro ready to light all creation, but thoy do 
not offer to submit thoir claim to govern the 
Islands to tho free vote of tho inhabitants. 
In fact, they iguoro tho existenco 
of the great majority of those in- 
habitants. Tho half tlozon mon or so who 
form the Govornment, and tho handful of 
white Bottlers, chiefly alions, who support 
them are, in their own opinion, " tho state 
It is thoy who claim to exorciso sovereignly 
ovor tho Islands, and it is they who threaten 
all and sundry who dare to interforo with 
them and their designs, with vongeanco dire 
But tho people who aro, after all, those moat 
interested in tho fate of thoir country, to use 
a common phraao, " cut no figure " iu this 
business of settling the doatiny of Hawaii. 
This is singular when wo conaider that tho 
greater number of tho revolutionists aro 
republicans who declare that tho peoplo are 



sovereign und that government should bo 
for tho peoplo by tho people. Tho Govern- 
ment which tho republican revolutionists 
wish to Bet up iu Hawaii is evidently a 
white oligarchy with tho Kanakas, Japs, 
Chinese, etc., aa holota. Wo wonder how 
it will all end. 



THEORY rS. PRACTICE. 

Tho difference between theory and prac- 
tice is well illustrated by a comparison of 
tho pronouncement of tho Democratic party 
on the subject of protection before tho last 
presidential olection, and Mr. Cleveland's 
exposition of the trade policy of his admiuis- 
tration. The following declaration formod 
part of tho Democratic platform iu 1892: 
" Wo denounce protection aa a fraud, a 
robbery of the great majority of tho Ameri- 
can people for tho protection of tho feu'." 

The President elected on tho platform of 
which the above was tho principal plank, 
only a few months after assuming the re- 
sponsibilities of oilice, found it necessary iu 
his message to say ; 

While we should staunchly adhere to tho 
principle that only the necessity of revenue 
justifies the imposition of tariff duties and 
other Federal taxation, and that they 
should be limited by strict economy, 
we cannot close our eyes to the 
fact that conditions havo grown up among 
us which in all justice und fairness 
call for discriminating care iu distribution 
of audi duties and taxation as tho emerg- 
ency of tho Govornment actually demands. 

When in Opposition the Democrats wero 
clamorous for free trade pure and simple. 
Protection, they then declared, was robbery. 
Now that they are in power and feel the 
re3poiiBibilities of oilice and authority their 
views aro greatly modified. Thoy must 
consider tho interests that have grown up 
under protection, which means that they 
consider it necessary to retain quite a largo 
proportion of that protection which, only a 
few months ago, they stigmatized as rob- 
bery. 

Tho Liberals in the Dominion aro pretty 
much in the same position as regards tho 
trade question as aro tho Democrats in 
tho United States. Would not tho 
Liberals, if the people wero so incon- 
siderate aa to give them a majority 
at tho polls, find it convenient to for- 
get tho promises thoy had made and the 
declarations they had uttered when iu 
Opposition, and would they not continuo in 
a half-hearted kind of way the policy which 
they had so loudly condemned ? 



action of both Houses of Congress. Re- 
ferring to the proposed United States 
tariff, Sir John said that, step by step, aa 
they made a reduction of duties on articles 
of Canadian produce, the Canadian Govern- 
ment would take a corresponding step in 
lowering the duty on American products — 
and that had been Canada's statutory offer 
for years. Consistently with the necessi- 
ties of the revenue, the Canadian Govern- 
ment would do everything in its power to 
make trade freer between the two countries, 
without sacrificing our commercial inde- 
pendence, the control of our own tariff or 
the bonds of our attachment to the Mother 
Country. 

This explanation of tho Government's trade 
policy was received with " loud applause" 
by the Nova Scotia audioneo who heard it, 
and wo think it will be quite e.a heartily ap- 
proved by thinking men in all tho other 
provinces. The Government's policy is 
simple, it is practicable and it is suited to 
the circumstances of the country.

THE GOVERNMENT'S TRADE 
POLICY. 

A great deal haa been said about the 
trade policy of the 1 >ominion Government 
by ita opponenta. It has been represented 
to be vastly inferior to that which the Lib- 
erals will introduce if thoy aro returned to 
power. But tho Liberala take good caro 
not to defino their policy with any degreo of 
atrictnesa. It is to bo a policy " for revenue 
only," but circumstances do not permit the 
tariff to bo changed into a purely revenue 
tariff just now. Tho peoplo will havo to 
wait a while beforo that change can be 
mado. Mr. Laurier in ono breath promises 
hia hearera freo trade ufter the English pat- 
tern, but in tho next ho tells them that 
tho time has uot arrived in which a 
Canadian Government can adopt a policy 
of English freo trade. What his policy 
would really be he leaves very much to the 
imagination of his supporters, who interpret 
hia exceedingly indefinite utterances to suit 
tho different parte of tho Dominion in which 
they epeak or write. In one placo the 
people are led to believo that the Liberal 
policy is a purely freo trade policy, and in 
others the people are assured that when the 
Liberala sot about revising tho tariff, exist- 
ing intorests will rocoivo overy consider- 
ation. 

It is very different with the Government. 
ItB members keeping in mind the responsi- 
bilities of thoir position, aro very careful as 
to what they say on tho subject of the 
tariff. They do not speak at random. 
They make no promiao which they aro 
not prepared to perform. And it must 
be remembered that thoy, unlike Mr. 
Laurier, aro in a position to carry out the 
policy which they foreshadow in their 
speeches. Sir John Thompson, a few days 
ago, in a speech which he delivered in Pic- 
tou, spoke of tho trade policy of the Govern- 
ment. Ho said : — 

What is our position to-day. Wo need 
have no difference with our opponents as 
to a revenue tariff. Wo propose a tariff re- 
form that will be as low as possible to pro- 
duce the revenue absolutely necessary to 
carry on tho public services of the country, 
and that will givo preference to Canadian 
workmon over foreigners, whether mechan- 
ics, manufacturers or farmers. Whero 
duties aro lovied wo will levy them on 
articles that can and ought to be produced 
in Canada, and wo will lighten the duties 
on articles that we cannot manufacture or 
produce and aro obliged to import. These 
principles of tho Government aro unassail- 
able, and will not be assailed by intelligent 
Liberals. 

Thero is nothing indefinite in this exposi- 
tion of the Government's policy. Tho prin- 
ciple on which tho Government propose to 
revise tho tariff is laid down by tho Premier 
in tho simpliest and clearest manner pos- 
sible. Ho proposes to lighten tho burdens 
of tho pooplo, but ho doea not propose to 
deprive homo industries of such protection 
as they need. On tho subject of reciprocity, 
about which the Liborala say bo much and 
propoBO ro little that ia practicable or that 
is approved by tho great majority of tho 
peoplo, the Premier promised nothing that 
ho will not bo ablo to porform und that will 
not, if carried out, ho gonorally considered 
in tho interests of tho country. Ho said 
that 

Ho did not sec much hope of a reciprocity 
treaty with tho United States. Tho 
Republicans would not negotiate u treaty of 
reciprocity with a British dependency, and 
a treaty was in even moro disfavor with the 
Demoorats. A reciprocity treaty was only 
submitted to tho Senato for ratification, 
whereas tho Democrats seemed to prefer to 
deal with trutlo and tariff matters by the

San Francisco, Dec. 12. — Work ia being 
rushed at tho park iu anticipation of more 
bad weather.

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THE HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 



Queen Liliuokalani Not Yet Restored 
to the Throne ou the " Arawa" 
Sailing. 

The Provisional Government and Tlieir 
Press Indulge in Talk 
of War. 



Honolulu, H. I., Deo. 4.— Sinco tho 
arrival of tho steamer Warrimoo ou the 24th 
ultimo, political events have followed each 
othor with startling rapidity. Tho dispatches 
forwarded to the Associated 1'reEs hy sail- 
ing vessels on November 19 and 22, havo 
not fully anticipated tho serious crisis 
Hawaii is now passing through in the most 
determined and heroic way. 

When tho Warrimoo arrived with Cleve- 
land's ultimatum tho Royalists were jubi- 
lant and the annexationists at enco began 
carrying out previous plans for forcible re- 
sistance in case tho steamer China, which 
arrived threo days later, brought instruc- 
tions to Minister Willis for tbo restoration 
of the monarchy with tho aid of United 
States troops from tho warships Adams and 
Philadelphia. 

Within twenty-four hours after tho nows 
brought by tho Warrimoo was received, 
l,0l!O determined annexationists had as- 
sembled on short notice at the 
drill shed of tho barracks behind 
the Executive building. Tho meeting was 
short but wildly enthusiastic. The 
"SPIRIT OF SEVENTr-SII " 
prevailed and those who heard tho ringing 
chcera which welcomed tho speech of 
President F. M. Hatch, of the Annexation 
club, and the presentations of the following 
resolutions know that monarchy, even 
though restored by tho superior forces of 
tho United States, would bo short lived. 
Since tho mass-meeting, tho spirit of en- 
thusiasm, which at lirst prevailed among tho 
royalists, has been in a state of hourly iloo- 
tuation, and some of their clearest-headed 
leaders admit tho success of restoration, 
present and future, depends upon the armed 
protection of tho monarchy by tho United 
States. 

The followiug are tho resolutions adopted 
by the mass meeting on Saturday evening, 
November 25 : 

" Resolved, that wo have read with re- 
gret the recommendation of the Secretary of 
State of tho United States to the President, 
to restore the monarchy lately existing in 
Hawaii, 

"Resolved, that wo condemn tho assump- 
tion of the Secretary that tho right of tho 
Provisional Government to exist was ter- 
minated by his refusal to re-submit to the 
Senate tho treaty of union pending between 
the two countries ; and alto his assumption 
that the Provisional Government had at any 
t'imo submitted tho question of its continued 
existence to the arbitrament of the Presi- 
dent or of any othor power. 

"Resolved, that we support to tho best of 
our ability tho Provisional Government in 
resisting any attack upon it that may bo 
.contrary to the usage of nations." 

The adoption of the resolutions was pro- 
coded by speeches of many leading citizens, 
chief of which was that of F. M. Hatch, a 
leading lawyer and president of tho Annex- 
ation club. Mr. Hatch said : 

" FELLOW CITIZEN'S ! 

" You have been invited to meet to-night 
to consider our present political situa- 
tion. Wo are confronted by tho declar- 
ation of Secretary Grcsham that roy- 
alty must be restored and our govern- 
ment destroyed. A kind providence has 
given us this opportunity to be heard be- 
foro final action will be taken upon this 
issue. At present we are proceeding more- 
ly upon the newspaper reports, which have 
been received here and which certainly wo 
have a right to discuss. Wo do not know 
what action will be taken, nor whether it 
will be tukon by tho President or by Con- 
gress. Certainly, any action takon by tho 
Congress of tho United States of America 
cannot be resisted by anybody in this com- 
munity. Let us not be misunderstood or 
misrepresented by a hostile press; wo do 
not moot hero to-night to defy the power 
of tho United States ; thut would be ab- 
surd, gentlemen ; nor to vilify those at pre- 
sent in charge of tho government of the 
United States. (Cries of " Hear, hear," 
and applause.) But we meot with the 
hope that our words will bo heard 
by Congress before action is taken by that 
body. Thero aro certain features in the 
letter of Mr. (Jresham to tho President 
which show that ho is proceeding upon a 
false assumption. Let us hope that the dis- 
tinguished Secretary has been misinformed 
up to thiB date. It is certainly our preroga- 
tive to point out the false assumptions und 
to challenge them. Now, chief among 
those false assumptions is tho one which 
seems to underlie the whole letter, that 
there has been submitted to the arbitration 
of the President of the United States the 
question whether or not we hud a right to 
establish a government in this country. 
Gentlemen, 

I CHALLENGE THAT ASSUMPTION. 
The assumption is false in every respect. 
(Cheers and applause.) Let me briefly 
point out why. Two parties can make a 
contract, but it requires the consent of 
three to make a valid arbitration, that of 
tho two parties in interest and the arbi- 
trator. The parties must clearly define tho 
subject matter of the arbitration. It is 
absurd to contend that there could be any 
arbitration by inference or imputation. 
First: has there been any issue framed; has 
tho Provisional Government submitted to 
the decision of .a n> body its right to exist ? 
(Cries of "No, no.") Not one word or ono 
uot can bo produced in support of that con- 
tention. Gentlemen, from the nature of 
things, a Government which started in 
revolution, though now the Government de 
jure us well as de facto, could not submit 
the question of the legality of ita exist- 
ence to any arbitration because its 
right lay in its might. II iving satisfied our 
Conscience us to the justness of our cause 
we depend upon our might and are answer- 
able to no other power. (Applause.) I 
brand as false the claim that wo have put in 
issue tho question whether or not wo were 
proceeding legully in overturning a corrupt 
and rotten monarchy. (Great applause, 
cheers and cries of hear, hear. ) Second. Hjs 
the President of tho United Slates up to this 
point pretended to havo been acting in a 
judicial capacity ? I say his acts do uot 
justify that assumption. An arbitrator or a 
judge would not interfere with the existing 
status of the parties. On gaining his seat 
the President of the United States im- 
mediately lowered tho American Ihg and 
thereby changed the status of tho parties 

(Cries of hear, hear.) That was 

NOT TI1K act or A JODdB, 
gentlemen. A^ain, has ho notified anybody 
that ho was proceeding with a judicial in- 
vestigation'.' Has he given any notice that, 
a hearing would bo had on such a date ? 
Has ho notified anybody that witnesses wore 
being examined? Has he given anybody 
an opportunity to cross-examine those wit- 



nessee, or to confront them ? Hub ho given 
anybody on our sido tho opportunity to be 
heard! (Cries of no, no, ho never has.) 
Now, we do not need tho legal knowledge 
of that distinguished judge, who is now 
Secretary of Stale, to know that no arbitra- 
tion could stand (or a moment in law, how- 
ever insignificant tho matter, which was 
conducted ex- parte, without an opportunity 
to be heard ; without an inspection of tho 
evidence which has been produced, or oppor- 
tunity to cross-examine the witnesses. How 
was the lato arbitration conducted in I'aris '.' 
Did a number of gentlemen get together in 
private and dispose of tho Behring Sea 
question'' Did they send a private agent 
oil' to Behring Sea to look about and scratch 
tho back of tho seals (laughter), interview 
tho neighbors und make a report? (Laugh- 
ter, cheers und applause.) Gentlemen, it, 
can hardly bo contended thut tho Provisional 
Government and wo representing the sup- 
porters of that Government havo submitted 
our rights to exist to Colonel James II. 
Blount, of Georgia (applause) Tho Presi- 
dent of the United States had the undoubted 
right, so far as wo wore concerned, to ex- 
amine into tho status here, tho situation of 
tho country, as bearing on tho question 
whether or not ho should continue the nego- 
tiations for union pending when ho took his 
seat as President. That was ostensibly the 
object for which Colonel Blount was sent to 
these shores. W o insist up to this point 
there has been 

NO JUDICIAL INVESTIGATION 
in which both parties havo been given the 
opportunity to be heard. (Applause ) 
And, again, as showing conclusively the 
utter absurdity of tho position that this bus 
been an arbitration, could an arbitration of 
ouch a nature bo possible when the Govern- 
ment of the United States had a treaty pend- 
ing before it, between it and the power which 
it is charged was submitting its right to ex- 
ist to the decision of ono man ? (Cries of 
" no no.") We were a power de facto then ; 
wo wore recognized by certain great powers 
of tho world, ub a power do jure, and we 
were a power having treaty relations wit h 
the United States of America. (Applause.) 
A treaty has been negotiated which bound 
the execu'M-i's of the two nations at tho 
moment President Cleveland look his seat. 
That treaty awaited ratification to make it 
final, but it nevertheless was a treaty bind- 
ing the executive. Now, gentlemen, I chal- 
lenge the right of the chief executive of that 
great nation, of his own more motion, to 
undo the act of any of his predecessors. 
(Great applause. ) Congress may do it. 

CONGRESS HAS TUB PULL POWER. 

But Grover Cleveland hud no more right, 
legally or morally, to undo tho act of Ben- 
jamin Harrison than ho had to undo any 
uct of Abraham Lincoln. (Great applause 
and cheers.) But waiving all those con- 
siderations, there remains this fundamental 
one, that no court of arbitration would have 
the right to ignore the groat question at 
issue ; that is whether or not Liliuokalani 
had violated tho constitution, hud thrown 
it to the doge, and had put herself beyond 
tho pale and protection of the laws. To 
ignore all that, and decide this groat issue 
upon tho petty technicality as to whether 
or not Mr. Stevons recognized tho power 
of this community five minutes too soon or 
not, wub not in tho power of a judgo. 
(Groat applauso and cries of "You're right. ") 
I repeat, there has been no submission to 
arbitration. Lot us therefore challenge all 
false assumptions, gentlemen, and let that 
challenge go on iecord. Let us hold the 
President to the true ie6iie, and then if tho 
legally constituted power of the United 
States, the power which has the right un- 
der tho constitution to declare war, over- 
powers us, we will go down with our colors 
flying and with no misrepresentation pos- 
sible. Let it bo known to tho world that if 
tho event takes place it will be because the 
United States has exercised its power, but 
not its right. Let us hopo that tho showing 
wo can make will havo an elTect upon Con- 
gress in Bhuping ita courto, and thut it will 
ulso have its effect upon tho distinguished 
Secretary of Stato and the chief executive 
of tho American nation. (Great applause. )" 

After the undecided character of the 
news recoived by the steamer China, the 
opinion prevailed, until tho arrival of the 
Australia, that instructions would be re- 
ceived by the latter vessel for 

IMMEDIATE RESTORATION. 
Pending the Australia s coming, several im- 
portant cabinet and council meetings were 
held, and it was determined to meet the 
proposed restoration of the monarchy by the 
combined forces of the Government, tho 
American League, toe Annexation Club, 
und the Citizens' Reservo Guard, whoBO 
joint strength is about two thousand men on 
this island and within Honolulu.

Careful enquiry has put tho Associated 
Press in possession of tho fact that in caae 
of defeat, tho revenues of the government 
have already been secreted, a retreat will 
be made and the government re-organized 
at other headquarters, with tho intention of 
defying Cleveland and tho restored mon- 
archy until tho resident Americana uro 
swept by superior forco from their homes in 
Hawaii. 

The first action taken by tho authorities 
after tho arrival of tho text of Blount's ro 
port was to remove Mr. Fred. Wundenberg 
from the clerkship he held in tho Supreme 
court. 

It has boon learned on the best authority, 
coming direct from royalist sources, that 
British Minister Resident Wodehouse has 
lately stated to different persons in Hono- 
lulu thtt there was an understanding be- 
tween President Cleveland and tho Euglish 
Government that tho monarchy should be 
restored. In private political circles hero 
on tho annexationist aide, tho opinion has 
been freely expressed that tho presence of 
the British cruiser Champion bore at the 
present time was fear in the Euglish foreign 
ollice that ['resident Cleveland would not be 
able to curry out his policy and promise. 

When this theory reached tho executive 
and advisory councils, a special session was 
held, in which Mr. Cecil Brown introduced 
tho following resolution, which was unani- 
mously recommended by tho councils to the 
Executive : 

" Resolved, that tho Executive Council 
inquire of tho American minister whether 
his instructions were covered by and in har- 
mony with the letter of Secretary Gresham 
to President Cleveland. If so, whether he 
was instructed to uso force in the restora- 
tion of the monarchy. 

"Resolved, that should tho above in- 
quiries be answered in the affirmative, these 
Councils recommend thut Mr. Willis bo im- 
mediately 

GIVEN HIS PASSPORT, 

and Iho ex-Queen bo made a prisoner of 
State." 

Tiie fear of the councils seems to be that 
tho British will offer protection to the ex- 
Queen in case Cleveland fuils to restore her. 
This is tho chief reason tho notico stated 
has been given foreign officials not to land 
troops without permission of tho Provisional 
Government. 

The Provisional Government will send 
important dispatches to Thurston either by 
the steamer Arawa to day or by the Oceanic, 
which sails December ,">. These dispatches 
will contuin : 

1. Tho present status of Hawaiian affairs 
including the determined policy of tho Pro- 
visional Government us stated. 

The official determination of tho Gov- 
ernment to hold tho situation against any 
attempts to overthrow it either by revolt or 
foreign interference. 

,'1. That the only proposition submitted 
by tho Provisional Government to the 
United States was a proposition for annex- 
ation. 

4. That throughout President Dole has 
refused iu all diplomatic matters to commit 
tho Provisional Government to a policy 
binding upon Hawaii in case of adverao 
action by tho United Statea Congre8S. 

5. Tho fact ia to bo emphasized that tin 
question of arbitration has been submitted 
by tho Provisional Government, as assumed 
by Secretary Gresham. 

G. Mr. Thurston will bo instructed that 
tho position taken by him is the correct one, 
and the one upon which tho government 
here will insist, with forco if necessary. 

It ia learned that, as Blount interviewed 
but two of the original Committee of Safety, 
the government will also forward to Thurs- 
ton, for ubc of tho Cnited States authorities, 
affidavits from 



THE REMAINING ELEVEN 
members as to the facts happening from the 
date of the promulgation of tho new consti- 
tution by the ex Queen to the time of tho 
raising of the Stars and Stripes by ex- 
Miniater Stevens. 

In view of the attitude assumed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland the American citizens 
yesterday presented u protest to Minister 
Willis which has been numerously signed, 
in which they set forth that as citizens of 
», Xlie United Stales they " havo done nothing 
>^~"'iby to forfeit or waive their full legal 
anci ^ -'(tutional rights aa such citizens." 
The document contains six typewritten 
pages of recitation beforo tho signatures, 
and closes with the following words : 

" And the undersigned hereby solemnly 
and respectfully protest to Your Ex- 
cellency and to Grovor Cleveland, Presi- 
dent of the United States, and to Walter 
Q. Gresham, Secretary of State ; to 
Hilary A. Herbert, Secretary of the 
Navy ; and to Rear-Admiral John Ir- 
win, commanding the United Statea 
naval forces now in Hawaiian waters, 
and to all concerned, that any such acts of 
war or hostility if taken, attempted or an- 
nounced in the time of profound peace now 
existing between tho United States and the 
Hawaiian Islands, or without any full, 
formal and timely announcement thereof, 
will and would cause all concerned 
authority in the same to be held 

RESPONSIBLE FOR ALL THE CONSEQUENCES 

that may ensue therofroni, not only before 
Almighty God and in tho forum of con- 
science, but by all sanctioned rules and ob- 
servances of civilized nations in their deal- 
ings with each other, and will and would 
be in violation of tho rights of the under- 
signed, secured and belonging to them as 
citizens of the United States of America." 

A rumor has been current for aonio timo 
in Hawaii, which has been revived sinco tho 
stand taken by President Cleveland, to tho 
ell'ect that persona hero close to tho sugar 
trust were authority for tho statement made 
several times in Honolulu that Cleveland 
was to bo presented with $2,000,000 
upon the defeat of the annexation of Hawaii, 
and that a contract had been entered into 
by a prominent member of the Truat 
which would givo thaf body absolute 
control of the Crown lands on tho restora- 
tion of tho monarchy. Conversation with 
several prominent sugar men in Honolulu, 
who have heard tho statements at tirat 
hand, show that thoy bolievo there ia 
something in the sugar truat'a offer, whilo 
thoy do not hesitate to accuse Cleveland of 
even having entertained such a proposition. 

Immediately upon the arrival of tha Aus- 
tralia yesterday the councils hold a special 
aession to hear official deapatches from Min- 
ister Thurston read. These Btrongly ad- 
vised the Provieional Government to 

HOLD TIIE FORT. 

The idea is growing bore that Minister 
Willis will refuse to act, and will probably 
'resign before ho will carry out Cleveland's 
restoration policy. Ho refuses to be inter- 
viewed and at present writing it is not 
known from any hint or word ho has 
dropped, either to tho Provisional Govern- 
ment or elsewhere, what course he will pur- 



sue after tho arrival of tho Alameda, duo 
hero December 21 with Waahington dis- 
patches in answer to tho application by that 
vessel for final instructions. 

Blount's report raised a furore of indigna- 
tion in both annexation and royalist camps. 
Tho royalists denounce both VVundonberg 
and Colburn, and tho annexationists claim 
tho report is ono sided and garbled. 

Minister Damon declares that only tho 
direot questions, which Blount put to him 
to elicit ex-parte testimony, have been pub- 
lished and tho entire bihinco of tho long 
and seemingly friendly conversation which 
could throw a flood of light on the question 
has boon evidently suppressed. 

The fact has been commented upon bore 
quito strongly that ono or two let- 
ters wero received from Mra. Blount 
by friends here, asking them not to 
judge Mr. Blount and his adverse report 
too severely, aa he was in no way to blame 
for his action. 

THE FINANCIAL CONDITION 
of tho government continues to improve. 
The surplus has arisen to SloU,74U 04, and 
tho total oush resources on last Thursday 
wero §272,959 08. But whilo the govern- 
ment's finances havo not as yet Buffered, and 
probably will not, as tho taxes for tho per- 
iod are now flowing in, a great financial de- 
pression has resulted since the news arrived 
of Cleveland's unfriendly attitude. Both 
sugar and commercial stocks havo dropped 
in value and business generally has stag- 
nated, Investments havo ceased and there 
is no money to lend on any security. Capi- 
tal is being withdrawn from tho bauks, and 
both local and foreign commerce will remain 
crippled so long aa tho present crisis and 
political disquietude continue. 

On the request of the Government, the 
libel suits of C. B. Wilson against Walter 
• I. Smith, editor of the Star, havo gone 
over until the February term of court. The 
request for a continuance was based upon 
the declaration of the ex-Queen, that she 
would refine to attend court when called for 
the defense. This would force the Govern- 
ment to bring her into court and to 

COMMIT HER TO JAIL 
if she refused to testify, us she further 
threatened. The Government therefore re- 
quested the defence to allow the trial to go 
over, as the action they won hi be obliged to 
take might place the ex Queen before tho 
world in the I i l; h t of a martyr during the 
continuance of the present crisis. 

An interview with ono of tho Cabinet 
late last evening developed tho fact 
that, in case of further trouble, 
tho Executive Council will at onco 
carry out the recommendation of the Ad- 
visory Council to hand Minister Willis his 
passport and declare the ex-queen a prisoner 
of stato. From a aemi-official sourco it ia 
further learned that should the British Min- 
ister make any attempt at interference, 
either on behalf of the ex queen or England, 
the recommendation of the Advisory Coun- 
cil will ho extended at once, and that Min- 
ister Wodehouse will also bo handed his 
pissport. Whilo this will probably bo the 
course tho Provisional Oovernmont will 
tnke, if on emergency arises, it cannot at 
the present writing be officially verified, aa 
the cabinet refuses to answer furthor than 
the determination arrived at concerning 
Minister Willis. 

At present writing, Mr. Ellia Mills 
is coming in for a large share 
of criticism from the annexationists 
whilo ho receives tho general endorsement of 
leading royulista. Mills is reported on the 
street aa aayina he "did not care a damn 
what Americana here thought of him." 
When seen ho denied tho allegation. 

When the matter was brought to tho 
attention of ono of tho cabinet yesterday ho 
stated he should not bo surprised if it 
turned out " that Mills was playing into 
the hands of British Minister Wodehouse."

ANOTHER SIDE TO THE STORY. 



Despite the breathings of war contained 
in the Honolulu dispatches, tho passengers 
by the Arawa say there iB little cause for 
alarm in the situation at Hawaii. Nor can 
the truo condition of affairs in the Islands 
bo rightly judged by the reports of either 
press agency or yet by Honolulu news- 
papers, the Star and tho Advertiser, the 
latter being both Provisional Government 
papers, and tho press dispatches being sum- 
marized from the naturally biassed reports 
of transpiring events contained in their 
columns. In all tho many pages devotod to 
Hawaiian policy, intentions and prospects, 
aince the announcement at Honolulu of the 
probable restoration of tho Queen, not one 
word has been printed in the Honolulu 
papors, or a moment's attention given 
apparently to the feeling or opinion of any- 
other element of the Hawaiian popu 
lation than American residents of tho 
capital. They it is who have held 
mass meetings and passed mighty resolu- 
tions conveying tho wishes and com- 
mands of "the people of the Hawaiian 
islands" to President Cleveland and his 
Congress ; they it is who have decided to 
resist to the death and " with the spirit of 
'7(3 " even armed efl'jrt by the combined 
powers to restore the monarchy : and they 
it is who have declared that if troops either 
of tho United States or of Great Britain 
olfer protection to the Quoen, tho 
representative of tho country thus of- 
fending will be given bis passports. 

" For all this and despite tho tempest 
stirred up by the Provisional Government 
papers," says one passenger by the Arawa, 
" I don't think Honolulu will see any blood- 
shed. As yet the other portions of the 
population have let 

THE AMERICANS DO ALL TIIE TALKING, 
and they arc now becoming hysterical. 
Their declarations in tho press and on the 
platform contain very much bluff and a 
liberal percontago of bombast. For in- 
stance, because a barricade of a few hun- 
dred sugar bags filled with sand has been 
placod about tho Executive building ver- 
andahs and there are tbeto half a dozen 
small field pieces, tho Star contentedly ob- 
serves that ' with a sufficient supply 
of food and wator, a garrison of five 
hundred men could hold the building against 
any force, and ' defy tho cannonading of tho 
combined fleets.' The Provisional Govern- 
ment has notiliod tho diplomatic corps that 
no troops will bo allowed to bo lauded from 
tho foreign warships without application to 
and written permission from the Provisional 
Government. Despite this fact, I am told 
that wdien two British residents called upon 
Minister Wodehouse on Deoemhel 1 and 
asked him what 

protection Britain's flag would give 
in tho event of any fighting, thoy were told 
that troops from 11. M.S. Champion would 
como ashore and form a hollow square about 
the legation or aomo other spot choBcn 
aa Britiah headquarters, and all British 
subjects would bo invited within tho lino 
and there protected. Guards would also bo 
furnished to protoot British property inter- 
ests ao long aa thero was forco aullioient to 
do thia." 

Anothor passenger of tho Arawa, Mr. J. 
L. Payne, a prominent Canadian journalist 
and secretary to Hon. Mackenzie Howell, 
saya it is all but a certainty that tho Queen 
will tako her throne again beforo December 
closes, but tho monarchy will be short lived, 
as tho republican spirit has been rapidly 
developed in tho ialanda. Ho does not 
think thut tho threats of tho Provisional 



Government to resist by force any effort 
toward restoration will be carried out, and 
is of tho opinion that tho fato of 
tho islands will naturally adjust itself. Tho 
Hawaiian Islands being an important 
strategic point, tho principal coaling sta- 
tion of the Pacific, it is not likely that eitbor 
Great Britain or any other of the import- 
ant powers would permit tho accomplish- 
ment of a schemo of annexation while any 
portion of tho population were opposed to 
the plan. 

As to the restoration of Queen Liliuokalani, 
it was announced that it would be accom- 
plished on tho afternoon of tho day the 
Arawa sailed, but no one of tho business 
community believed thut the reign would 
"ast the week out. They summarize the 
situation thus : — 

the UNITED states RECOaNI7.ES 
that the Queen was dethroned through tho 
presence of United States troops ; they 
therefore restore tho condition of 
affairs existing beforo the impolitic 
move on the part of tho American repre- 
sentative, and let the inhabitants them- 
selves decide their own fate. Quite possibly 
tho Provisional Government will be resumed 
within twenty-four hours of tho Queen's 
restoration, but tho United States could 
not then bo justly accused of having lent 
aid to tho accomplishment of a revolution. 

OUTSIDE OE HONOLULU 
less interest is being manifested in the 
nation's fato than anyone could supposo. 
Tho people are busying themselves on their 
plantations, and business suffers only 
through the disturbed condition of affairs. 

Showing that political matters monopolize 
tho attention of only a portion of the people, 
Hon. Mr. Bo well was invited to address a 
largo meeting by tho Board of Trade of 
Honolulu on his way homo from Australia, 
and at this meeting roferenco was made only 
incidentally to passing ovents. Tho citizens 
expressed a hearty desire for tho develop- 
ment of 

HAWAIIAN CANADIAN TRADE, 
and gave assurance that the proposed Cana- 
dian-AuBtralian cable, to call at Honolulu, 
will receive a Hawaiian subsidy, It was 
to enublo Hon. Mr. Howell to address thia 
meeting that the Arawa wub delayed a day 
at Honolulu. 

Aa to the warliko declarations of tho Pro- 
visional Government, tho business men of 
Hawaii will prevent any fighting ; the com- 
mercial community control tho balance of 
power.

THE MINNESOTA LEGISLATURE.

Dr. O. S. Binswanger, Professor Chemistry 
etc., medical department University of Ore- 
gon, mado an examination Borne timo ago of 
tho baking powders found in the Portland 
stores; tho result of which appeared in the 
Oregonian. Dr. l'inswanger then expressed 
himself as follows: 

"I have just finished an analysis of tho 
principal baking powders sold in this mar- 
ket, with tho following results: 

"Hercules." This powder contains am- 
monia. 

"Crystal." This powder contains alum. 
"Double Quick." This powder contains 
alum. 

"Stiver Star." This powder contains 
alum. 

"White Lily." This powder contains 
alum. 

"Dr. Price's Cream Baking powder." 
This is a pure cream of tartar powder and 
contains neither alum nor ammonia." 

It will I >e observed that Dr. Price's was 
found by Dr. Binswanger to bo a pure cream 
of tartar baking powder and the only brand 
free from alum, ammonia or any impurity.

It is safe 
to rijcot all baking powders sold with a 
prize, as the tests show they are composed 
largely of Alum and cost but a few cents per 
pound. Also refuse any baking powder sold 
for twenty-five cents a pound, or less; it is 
sure to contain Alum. 

Surely nothing but their cheapness could 
Induce the public to experiment with these 
impure powders at the risk of health. Aiido 
from the question of the health or wholesome- 
nesB of these condemned powders, and 
viewed from the standpoint of economy 
alone, a pure cream of tartar baking powder 
such as Dr. Binswanger and other high 
authorities report Dr. Price's to be, and 
from its greater known strength and un- 
questioned purity, should prove more 
economical to tho user in every way.

Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, who in September 
sailed from this port as trado commissioner 
from the Dominion of Canada to tho Aus- 
tralasian colonies, returned by tho Arawa 
yeatorday, and in tho early forenoon paid a 
visit to his old colleague, Lieut.- GoVernor 
Dowdney, at Caroy Castlo. Ho was called 
upon by Collector Milno and sevoral others 
during his short stay here, and both the 
Minister and his private seorotary, Mr. J. 
L. Payne, wero kept exceedingly busy, as 
they have been ever siuco leaving homo 
threo mouths ago. Mr. Bowoll'a stateroom 
was well-slocked with mementoes of tho 
trip and a variety of curios presented to 
him at different places. He is quite well 
satisfied with the results of his mission, and 
his experiences apparently have agreed with 
him, though ho has had very little rest ex- 
cept on board the ship. 

" To aay that I was right royally re- 
ceived," aaid Hon. Mr. Bowell to tho 
Colonist, "would be putting it feebly. I 
was simply overwhelmed by the kindness 
shown to me. From tirst to last my experi- 
ence in Australia was of the same pleasant 
description. I visited New South Wales, 
Queensland, Victoria and South Australia. 
1 had not time to get to Western Australia, 
to Tasmania, or to Now Zealand, which was 
to mo a matter of regret, especially with 
respect to New Zealand, as the Government 
of that Hpportant colony have shown them- 
selves very anxious to open up trade with 
Canada. 1 &aw tho Governor, uO™Vir, 
when ho was visiting at Melbourne, and ex- 
plained to him the circumstances which 
prevented my going there. The stcamera 
of the Canadian lino cannot of course 
call at Now Zealand and at the 
Fiji Islands too without making tho route 
unduly long, but tho plan is to have a sub- 
sidiary line run between these two places so 
that tho Now Zealand freight and passen- 
gers may connect with oursteamers at Suva, 
tho chief port of Fiji. Such a lino will, I 
feel Buro, ho established very shortly. 

" It was a. matter of no little disappoint- 
ment that I could not go ashore at Suva to 
discuss trado and tho Pacific cable with 
tho Government of Fiji, but the quarantine 
regulations made this impossible in view of 
the prevalence of measles at the port from 
which we had como, Tho Governor, Sir 
John Bates Thurston, sent out to tho ship a 
letter to me, in which he expressed the earn- 
est desire of his Government for tho cablo 
connection, and for tho establishment of 
commercial relations. There appears to be 
not the slightest doubt but that a liberal 
subsidy in aid of both Bteamsjiip lino and 
cablo will bo forthcoming. 

"Sir Thomas Mcll wraith, Premior of 
Queensland, was, I think, tho liist to sug- 
gest to me tho conference which it is pro- 
posed to hold at Ottawa next summer, of 
representatives of the governments and 
chambers of commerce of Australia and of 
tho Dominion, and I think the suggestion 
was an admirable one. I was surprised to 
bo told on arrival hero that the conference 
had fallen through, and that report must of 
necessity bo wrong, because having made 
this arrangement with me I know they 
would not break it iu this abrupt manner 
My own experience impressed very strongly 
upon mc the futility of attempting to in 
tolligently transact business between coun 
tries so remote without tho advantago of 
some personal knowledge of tho situation in 
each. Whilo in Queensland I was particu 
larly struck with what I saw of the sugar 
plantations at Bundaberg. Sir Thos. Mc 
llwraith is to visit Canada in a few weeks, 
coming by way of China and Japan 

" In South Australia I was the guest of 
Governor Way, at the Government House 
at Adelaide, a city which for natural beauty 
could hardly ba surpassed. I found the 
Government there quite enthusiast ic about 
the objects of my mission, although wo hav 
no direct connection with their port. 

"At Melbourne I occupied by invitation 
a seat beside the Speaker during a meeting 
of i he Victoria legislature. This uuusuul 
honor shown to my country I appreciated 
very highly. In a scries of flattering ad- 
dresses 1 was very cordially hailed as the (ir.it 
official representative of the great sister col- 
ony across the sea. At Melbourne I attend- 
ed the famous annual event known through- 
out the world as the Melbourne cup meet, 
ing. There must have been fully 100, 001) 
people present, and there was a scene of un- 
exampled splendor, which one who baa not 
been there can hardly realize. Tho good 
people who think that our (iovernor- 
Generala have too much display 
when they drive in state to the 
opening or tho closing of parliament 
should seo the gorgeouaness of the Governor 
of Victoria when he uttenda at tho race 
meeting. The richly-caparisoned horses of 
liiB elegant four in-hand, with the stately 
postilions and magnificent escort aro not, 
however, out of place for tho Melbourne cup 
meeting, for tho wealth, fashion and splen- 
dor there displayed aro a revelation to the 
uninitiated. 

"I met many Canadians in my travels, 
and found them worthy representatives of 
their country, but I will now only refer to 
two, of whom I am reminded by speaking 
of Melbourne. These gentlemen aro A. W. 
Robertson and John Waggoner. The tirst 
when a young man drove loga on tho Otta- 
wa river ; the other was in humble employ- 
ment, near l'reseott. To-day they are 
multi-millionaires, and their houses, which 
by invitation I visited, are simply pal- 
aces. Royalty itself could not dwell 
amidst greater splendor. They went to 
Australia at the fortunate timo wtien the 
gold excitement tirst commenced, and en- 
gaged, I believe, in staging, gradually 
branching out in this profitable occupation 
and finally taking to the raising of sheep, 
whoso lleeco turned to the gold which en- 
ables these gentlemen to live in the stylo 1 
have attempted to describe. Foil; like they 
aro known in Australia as "squatters," 
which, I can assure you, is anything but a 
term of contempt there, us tho word con- 
voys an idea tho antipodes of that asso- 
ciated with it in Canada. 

"Thus it was that when I re- 
turned to Sydney after my brief 
visit to ' Magnificent Melbourne,' my 
kind friend Sir George Dibhs reproachfully 
referred to me hh a deserter returning at 
tho very last " with the air of a squatter," 
to what ho termed "tho humble hospi- 
tality" of Now South WaleB. But hero, as 
elsewhere, thoro wero no bounds to tho 
hospitality, and tho farewell demonstration 



of Sydney, a fow miles from the docks. 
There wero tho usual addresses, of course, 
and all tho speeches referred in tho kindest 
and most complimentary terms to mo and to 
my country. Tho proceedings ended only 
when the Canadian bound vesBel wus on her 
way to sea, and from tho government 
steamer I boarded tho Arawa where alio 
dropped her pilot oil' tho imposing Sydney 
heads. 

" It must not bo imagined, became I have 
dwelt principally on tho courteaies shown 
mn, that my ;.rip wus merely a pleasure 
jaunt. There was a great deal of business 
transacted, which I cannot here attempt to 
detail. Iu a nutshell, my visit has brought 
tho cablo much nearer, and before the con- 
ference of next summer tho time will be 
ripe and the information will bo ready for 
notion on this and the trudo affairs. Aa to 
tho Utter, I have requested W.F. Buchanan, 
a woll known commission merchant ot 
Winnipeg, who went over with mo on the 
Warrimoo, to make a report on the situa- 
tion as ho finds it, and hia report should 
prove very instruct ivo. 

" At Honolulu tho steamer lay over a day 
to givo mo an opportunity to address the 
Chamber of Commerce there, and notwith- 
standing the uncertainty of the political und 
business situation tho result was moat en- 
couraging. They aro particularly interested 
there in tho cable, and will liberally aaaist 
tho project. Mr. Sandford Fleming, who 
went on to England from Australia, pre- 
pared whilo with mo a comprehensive and 
interesting memorandum on tho subject of 
tho cable, showing tho route, tho distance, 
the likely cost and tho probable revenue, 
and copies of this have been forwarded to 
all the governments concerned. 

"There is one matter which I had almost 
forgotten," concluded Mr. Bowell, "and it 
is of great importance to one industry in 
British Columbia. When I was in Hono- 
lulu I was told of a shipment of salt salmon 
sent there lately, in which at tho ends of each 
barrel there were prime fish, and in the 
centre what was described to me as trash. 
The consequence was thut tho firm to whom 
the shipment was consigned rejected the 
whole lot and throw it on tho market to 
bring what it would. Such an occurrence, 
of course, would have a bad efleot on the 
reputation of thu shippers of this Province. 
I would like to repeat hero just what I told 
the fruit growers of Australia, that they 
must Bend out their beBt stuff, and not tho 
culla. That is what tho salmon shippers 
muBt do to win and keep trade in tho new 
markets. Tho supposed facta of tho caao 1 
give just aa I got them."

TOST OFFICE ROBBERY. 

.Seven Thousand Dollars Stolen Out of the 
Stamp Department at Chicago- 
Cashier Badly Wounded. 

Chicago, Deo. 12. — Tho Chicigo poet 
ofiico, situated in tho heart of tho city, was 
robbed of $7,000 to-night. Andrew Rob- 
ertson, cashier of tho wholesale atamp de- 
partment of tho post office, was dangerously 
wounded in a tight with tho robbers. 
About Ti.'iO, whilo ho was engaged in balanc- 
ing hia accounts, some one appeared at his 
window and asked him how ho was coming 
out. Robortson replied that ho thought he 
was all right. Tho stranger aaid that 
he had sent a boy for atamps 
during tho day, and that Robertson had 
given him too many, and would return them 
if Robertson would open tho door. VVhen 
tho man gave a private rap used by 
tho ulerka in the building Iho door 
was opened. As soon as tho robber was 
inside tho office, ho attacked Robertson und 
a terrible conflict ensued. Stamps were 
scattered all around tho office, several largo 
packages being found on the floor. 
Robertson was finally reducod to insensi- 
bility, and tho thief decamped taking what 
money there was iu eight. The exact 
amount taken is not known, but it is aaid 
by government employes that tho sum 
will reach $7,0(10. Robertson was 
taken to the Presbyterian hospital, 
where tho physicians said that hia wounds 
wero dangerous. Up to u lalo hour to-night 
the police had failed to obtain any cluo to 
the robber.

Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 12. — A report 
has j tit b reached here from Selma, Ala., of 
a quadruple lynching which occurred in 
Dallas on Sunday. On Saturday night four 
negro tramps went to tho house 
of Mrs. William Jones, during 
the absence of her husband and knocked 
on the dooi. She was alone and going to 
the door saw the men and refused to let 
them in. They demanded drink and one 
of them pushed tho door open. At this 
juncture Mrs. Jones opened lire on the 
crowd with a pistol, wounding the man 
who had broken open the door. Tho tramps 
(led. It was not long before the alarm was 
given and a posse of citizens quickly organ- 
ized. They followed tho trail of the 
tramps by the blood left along 
tho route by tho wounded man. Three 
miles away he wan overtaken on tho road. 
At tho point of pistols he told tho direction 
in which the others had gone. A ropo waa 
put around hia neck und the search for tho 
other three continued. Just before 
daylight, the others were caught 
and all confessed their guilt. They woro 
tukon to a neighboring swamp, and jnst at. 
sunrise all four were suspended to tile same 
limb. Their bodies woro fired at, after 
which the posso rodo away. The sceno of 
I he lynching is a few miles from the place 
whore three negroes wore lynched last night 
for tho murder of Reuben Smith at Berlin. 
The matter was kept so secret that nothing 
was known of it, hero until to-day, when tho 
news was brought by a prominent citizen of 
an adjoining county, who was in Selma 
county last night and heard the story. 

London's Unemployed. 

London, Dec. 12. — Thousands of unem- 
ployed men met at Tower Hill to-day, und, 
listened to an address by Hardio, tho Social- 
ist member, lie said he intended to move 
an adjournment of tho House to-day to call 
the attention of Parliament to the condition 
ol the unemployed. Upon the conclusion 
of the speech making the crowd marched to 
Hyde Park. There was no disturbance.
